They Had Forgotten 

Had they but remembered, 
those very same tones which fell 
so comfortingly upon their ears 
had sounded, not very long be- 
fore, saying, "Come unto Me, all 
ye that arc heavy-laden, and I will" 
give you rest." But they had for- 
gotten His words, ao how could 
they come to Him? Therefore 
was He come to them, nnd He 
gave them rest to mind and soul. ' 

Fortunate, indeed, is it for us 
that all the "eoming" is not left to 
us. He comes often; cornea with 
tender words, with redress for our 
wrongs, with readjustment for our 
burdens, with a yoke which ia easy 
and which makce burdens, light in 
their bearing: thua gives He rest 
in the midst of our labours, en- 
abling us to carry on with greater 
success, and though the burden 
remains, it is not now an irkrome, 
galling thin j*. 

Not long since the writer was 
carrying some precious burdens — 
-wounded men. There were many 
to be carried, and the fingers 
became weary of the strain of 
stretcher-hearing. Came one with 
a aling, just a strip of webbing 
hung round the neck, with Loops 
at die ends, the length of the arms, 
into which to slip the handle of 
the stretcher. True it was some 
aid; but presently the dead weight 
on the neck thrust the head for- 
ward and, if anything, one was 
worse off than before. 



Just when things were _becorn*l 
ing excessively painful a nw aling- 
was invented, and it fitted j l&eua; 
yoke across' the shoulders; the 
weight was evenly distributed, one 
was enabled to stand upright and 
to carry on with success. The first 
yoke was not an' "easy" one, the

away; it adjusted matters.

After an inspiring selection by the 
St. James Band the Commissioner 
spoke of the Army as a Missionary 
force t illustrating his topic with in- 
cidents from his own wide experi- 
ence, both here in Canada and from 
the Army's Missionary Fields in 
India and elsewhere.

OF ANCIENT ORIGIN 



THE Privy Council is of very an- 
I* cicnt Origin. A Council, ihe 
number of which was about twelve, 
was instituted by.AIfred, 895, and it 
discharged the functions of State 
now confined to the members of the 
Cabinet, In the Middle Ages the 
cltief advisers of the Kirg, who 
were permanently about him, form- 
ed the Privy Council. Having he- 
come unwieldy, it was reconstituted 
in 1679. 

At present it consists of certain 
eminent persons who are chosen 
from time to time. Members of the 
Cabinet "must be Privy Councillors, 
and they principally from the acting 
Privy Council. The Council is sum- 
moned as such to act "with others"' 
upon the demise of the Crown, and 
many matters -are referred by the 
Sovereign to committees of the 
Council, some of which are standing 
committees, and others constituted 
1o deal with particular cases, e.g., 
the Judicial Committee, and the 
Board of Trade. 

The Lord President of the Coun- 
cil is the Fifth Great Officer of Slate, 
and as such is always a prominent 
memher of the Cabinet

HOT WEATHER HINTS 

TPfHEN the thermometer goes sky- 
" rocketing, it is well for us to* 
remember that the unusual heat 
brings with it uiui.snal possibilities 
that, common sense indicates should 
he met with special care, (says the 
Christen Guardian)." : ' r 

We were struck with the ! report 
that during a recent hot spell a 
number of farni horses died from 
the heat. This is rather a serious 
loss, and in most cases probably 
wholly preventable. A horse should 
be cared for and safeguarded, and 
it is well not 10 lose sight of (fee 
lact that (he hot weather, especially 
in its first onrush, is hard on the 
whole animal world, and provision 
should be made for the comfort and 
safety of the horses and cattle— yes, 
and even of dogs aud chickens. 
They ncetl plenty oi water, and the 
horses had better be a little under- 
worked than a little overworked. In 
very hot weather it is bcucr to slow 
up a little. 



DON'T GET IMPATlfcINT 



ANOTHER hot weather counsel 
rt is— keep cool! We don't refer 
to the temperature, but lo the minds 
of men! Don't fussJ Don't get ex- 
cited ! Don't be impatient! The 
hoi weather is trying to many peo- 
ple, and they get fagged out and 
irntahle. The qhildren are peevish; 
the young (oiks irritable and pos- 
sibly quarrelsome; things seem to 
go nwry everywhere, and little 
things which we would not think 
anything about in cold weather seem 
to irritate us when it is summer 
heat. It is well to remember that 
most folks are feeling the strain Ot 
the heat, and to he patient with them 
and overlook many things, 

COUNTERING DROUGHT . [ 



"FHE had effects of drought can be 
largely taken care of by con- 
sistent rulrivation. Breaking up the 
surface layer of soil with a culti- 
vator, hoc or rake cheeks the evap- 
oration of moisture by forming a 
fine mulch on top of the soil, and 
thus holds the water in the soil 'be- 
low. Each rain should he regarded 
as if it were the last one for a long; 
time, and as soon as the soil be- 
comes dry enough to work it should 
be thoroughly cultivated and a fine 
mulch formed on the surface of the 
ground. Cultivation should he re- 
peated at least once in ten days, 
■J vcn if no rain occurs in the mean- 
time. It is surprising how much 
drought some crops can endure if 
the moisture from each rain is saved 
by cultivation. ,
